I bought some huge resistors labelled "non-inductive" some years ago, 
thinking dummy load. 


Turned out they weren't that non-inductive at RF frequencies. If I recall 
correctly the dummy load was sort of OK at 3.5 MHz progressing to out of 
hand on 10. Refusing to be beaten, I used the SWR readings on each band to 
calculate the reactance, then took a rotary switch and some fixed caps 
selected to cancel the reactance and made a "bandswitching dummy load"--the 
worlds first? 


I was told later that they manufacture those things by reversing the 
direction of the turns of resistance wire half way through, so they'll 
cancel. I guess it works but there's enough inaccuracy in the process to 
produce too much residual inductance in the upper HF region. 


Of course, I don't know if all "non-inductive" resistors are made that way. 
Could be the ones you're looking at would live up to their name.

Wow - I sure wouldn't spend all that money. 


OK, a C compiler would be nice, but the sorts of things you do with the PIC 
don't tend to be all that complex, so the C compiler isn't such a huge win. 
There are only 35 instructions in the assembler so it ain't so hard to 
learn. All the docs can be downloaded free from Microchip. I'm a died in 
the wool C programmer, but after a couple years of playing with PICs I still 
haven't felt a burning need for the compiler. 


The =free= IDE and assembler from Microchip are quite nice. Even includes a 
simulator. 


You can build a 16F84 programmer for next to nothing. I did a calculation 
for our local club a few months back, we were thinking of a group buy, and 
calculated that, except for the power connector, which would be 
shack-specific, and the DB-25, which most folks probably have on some old 
computer cable, the total cost is about $7 at RADIO SHACK prices. Chances 
are, you have all the parts in the junkbox except for the 18 pin socket. 


Realistically you might have to buy a couple regulators, maybe something 
else, so even if you spend $5 - versus $200??? hmmmm.... 


Take a look at my website, the NoPPP page. Also, go to the Midland club 
site http://www.qsl.net/w8kea and look at some of the links on the December 
7th meeting notes. (hmm looks like qsl.net may be down so maybe tomorrow 
night). 


I would go with the Easy Pic'ns tho, even if it isnt xour*x Dave Benson. 


The one thing the low budget setup is lacking is the ability to program the 
PIC in-circuit. You need to remove the chip from the test circuit and 
insert it into the programmer to make changes. This can be a little tedious 
if you are as prone to errors as I am. There is a programmer for around 
$100 that allows you to program the part in circuit - that would be a nice 
feature. 


Better yet - download the stuff, build the programmer, burn a PIC or two to 


blink some LEDs on your protoboard, THEN decide whether you need to spend 
the $200.

So by the time the next 
session rolls around and the major hardware vendors have had a say, what is 
the requirement and where is the ‘line' going to be?

Hi Roy and gang: Great post! Lot of good points and a lot of 
great humor! 


I think someone else mentioned birthday balloons as a useful tool 

for getting wires over pine trees. There is another use in a restricted 
area, although the bill will come every so often just like the electric or 
gas bill. 


This is as simple as it gets. You get a birthday balloon at the local 

gift store or where ever you can find one. Then secure your selected length 
of wire, such as 1/2-wavelength, to the balloon. Don't forget to anchor the 
loose end. For "on the air" periods, just open the window and fly the 
balloon, closing the window on the piece of anchor wood. Attach the 

anchor end to your tuner, the tuner to your xmtr via whatever length 

of coax reaches, work out a ground such as the cold water pipe in the 

kitchen or bath, and commence operating. If the wind isn't too bad, you'll 
have a slopper, if the wind is bad, a horizontal, and if no wind, a vertical. 
Of course, if the wind changes during a QSO you'r signal will either go 

up, down, or die. When done working dx, roll'er back in. These balloons 
usually will hold enough helium to float for several days. Then, go buy 

a new balloon. We QRP'rs tend to be cheapskates -- a circuit is roundly 
condemned if it uses more than 2 parts over $1.00 or more. But hey, you 

can't take it with you, and the balloon-hung antenna is perfect. So the 
landlord comes over around 4:22 during a Sat aft QRP contest, pounds on

A feed method proposed and demonstrated by Prof Mike Underhill, G3LHZ 
at the RSGB 2000 HF Convention is to make a long gamma match. 


Ground one side of the tunning cap, and connect the outer of the 

coax feed to this point. Connect a lenght of ordinary pvc wire to the 
coax centre, and loosely wrap it round the loop and clip it to the 
loop with an alligator clip about 3/4 of the way round the loop (ie 
the mirror image of the place where you would expect for a gamma 
match. This match is much less critical than the normal gamma match 
arrangement. 


Also note that at QRP powers there is no need for anything special 

in the way of a capacitor. G4FYY and myself have been working 
stations in Europe on 20m using a 12 inch diameter loop made from 
3/32 dia wire and an ordinary broadcast cap, in the arrangement above. 
The loops tune 7MHz through 28MHz and we have been running 40W 

with the loop sitting on top of the rig.

No other national organization works on a national scale to 
promote amateur radio. No other amateur radio organization has a field 
organization. Those who won't support the only national organization 
supporting us are free-loaders. 


Think about amateur radio if there was no ARRL:

It is an organization 
made up of those of us who CARE ENOUGH about amateur radio to pay our dues 
and make our views be known through the organizational structure. 


I was once heavily involved in CW 
traffic handling. I was an Affiliated Club Coordinator, and Assistant 
Section Manager, and Assistant Emergency Coordinator.

The "don't vote, don't gripe" philosophy applies to your 
participation in ARRL.

ARRL Board Approves Dues Increase, Alters Morse 
Position 


NEWINGTON, CT, Jan 22, 2001--Meeting over the 
weekend in Irving, Texas, the ARRL Board of 
Directors voted to increase membership dues from $34 
to $39 annually for full members younger than 65, and 
from $28 to $34 for full members 65 and older. The 

dues hike goes into effect July 1, 2001. 


The Board also revised its position on whether Morse 
code proficiency should continue to be an 
international requirement to license operation below 
30 MHz. The Board approved a resolution that 
"recognizes and accepts" that the Morse requirement 
likely will be dropped from Article S25 of the 


international Radio Regulations at the 2003 World 
Radiocommunication Conference. But while the Board 
acknowledged that Morse will disappear as an 
international requirement, it held the line on 
retaining a domestic Morse requirement, saying that 
each country should be allowed to determine for 
itself whether it wants to have a Morse code 
requirement. 


Many countries, including the US, have lowered their 
Morse code requirements to embrace a single 5-WPM 
examination element.

There is usually little impact on any band because there is 
only one station (the DXer) involved at any one time. It is visibly

Before this gets out of hand any further, let's consider the history of 
the WARC bands, and how they got to be "contest-free". 


The bands from 10.1-10.15, 18.068-18.168 and 24.890-24.990 were 
originally allocated to the FIXED service, and in WARC 79, they were 
handed over to the AMATUER service. 


But the existing FIXED users didn't immediately disappear. Indeed, our 
own FCC phased in access to these bands primarily to prevent interference 
to existing FIXED operators who had not yet moved. 


It was this desire to avoid unnecessary interference with other 
operators, that helped to spawn the "contest-free" status of the WARC 
bands. 


That's not to say there wasn't a lot of operating on these bands. The 
ARRL sponsered QSO parties when each of these bands were first opened to 
amatuer access by the FCC. While I didn't participate in those, I 
understand that activity was very high. 


That said, what separates an "operating activity" like a QSO party, from 
a contest? 


The bottom line, I believe, is that in operating activities, unlike 
contests, you do not keep score. 


A DXpedition is an operating activity. A Fox Hunt more resembles a 
contest (albeit a protracted one). 


However, I can't see that a Fox Hunt would produce higher levels of 
interference than a DXpedition.

I know this is Off Topic (well I do run PSK on my computer so it's close). 

I have a Dell Optiplex GX1 and would like to upgrade the memory. Per the 
Dell literature it takes PC100 memory and it can be either ECC or Non-ECC 
memory.

Some good discussion came from my recent post. But apparently no one 
has already done a repackage as I had described. A SMT/NC40A might 

be a wonderful addition to our QRP toys. I add my list of specs for 
such a project. Essentially the NC40A design translated into a new 
format. Delete RIT (takes up too much panel space, not needed anyway) 


1) Mostly SMT but thru-hole for toroids and the PA transistor (MRF237) 


2) Careful attention to both rx and tx current drain. This is, of 
course, a hard-core backpacker's rig! That is, keep the 40As stingy 
current requirements. Total rx mode of no more than 20mA. Equally 
stingy on tx. 


3) Double regulated VFO voltage source to reduce tendency to chirp 
with marginal battery packs. I have had my 40A begin to chirp 
when there was still juice in the battery pack. 


4) Generous space on the board for VFO components to minimize drift. 
VFO stability needn't be a casualty of miniaturization. 


5) Built-in keyer with speed control pot. I like the KC1 or 
SK3 myself. 


6) Capable of running on marginal battery packs. A supply voltage 
from 16V to 9V will run the rig! 


7) tuning range as per NC40A (50 kHz) 


Controls: power level switch (Hi - 4W; Lo - 1.5W, at 16V) 
tune (1-turn pot) (No RIT, this rig is hard-core!)

To all those lamenting the loss of CW as a requirement for obtaining a 
transmitting license, I say that the only thing that will kill CW is if we 
quit using it, and quit telling others how much fun it is. 


Look at other hobbies that have experienced technical innovation over the 
past 100 years. We still have ballooning, we still have sailing, and I'm 
sure we can find numerous other "outdated, outmoded" technology still in 
use. We need to follow those examples. Why are they still being used? 


First, because participants enjoy the activity. Note that "fun" is 
different for each of us. You will NEVER achieve 100% participation in any 
activity. Some people will never enjoy CW -- and that's fine. To the other 
95%, we need to make sure, as Bruce or someone else said, that we 
communicate how much fun CW is. Most people find CW stressful. Once 
learned, CW can actually be a stress relief! I find it relaxing, not that 
everyone would, but I do. 


Second, because participants share their experience with others. I recall 
what got me hooked on CW was having an elmer sit beside me as a backup while 
I made CW contacts on Field Day. He was there and provided "fills" for the 
stuff I missed. You know, the "fills" required were much less by the end of 
the weekend. And I was beginning to have a lot of fun. 


How many people have obtained a balloon pilot's licence having never ridden 
in a balloon? Ran a sailboat without having first been a passenger? 
Precious few, if any, I'd imagine. 


I hope we can become evangelists for CW, not as a requirement, but as a fun 
mode of operation. While QRP may xtechnicallyx be an operating requirement, 
it has never been a licensing requirement. Yet, QRP participation has 
skyrocketed since my joining the list some five years ago (my QRP-L number 
is less than a thousand, if that helps). Why? Because a group of dedicated 
folks decided to open the doors and clue everyone in about how much FUN is 
was. The QRP organizations had been doing a fine job of maintenance of the 
subhobby, but growth resulted from individual evangelism. Now, there are 
informal QRP clubs everywhere, where before there were enthusiasts in 
scattered locations. 


We need to support our organizations -- be they ARRL, FISTS, or any number 
of QRP societies. But we cannot expect them to breathe life into our 
beloved mode. Only we can do that, individually, one "convert" at a time. 


Frankly, when it quits being fun, I'll quit operating CW too. But so far, 
it's fun!

When was 
it done? Where is it so I can read it. 


I have been licensed continuously since 1976, and I was never asked to 
participate in a "Gentlemen's Agreement". I never saw a survey or a vote 
taken, but I could have missed it. If the ARRL made it, am I bound to it? 
If the ARRL made it, who gave them the authority to do it for all hams? 
Since there is supposedly a Gentleman's Agreement, it should be written 
somewhere shouldn't it? What exactly is in this agreement? 


By the way, there have been contests on the WARC bands. NorCal sponsored 
one a few years ago. The contest manager did not know about the agreement, 
and he made a ruling that all bands were eligible for use. What an uproar 
that caused. I was asked if NorCal was part of the agreement, and I said 
no, we had never been asked, so I guess technically the answer was no. But 
the next year we specifically said no WARC bands in QRP to the Field. It 
made things simpler. 


Someone commented that DX operations are a one time thing, and that Fox 
Hunts are regularly scheduled. Well, you could say that Fox hunts are DX 
type operations, as there is a different operator for every hunt, just as 
there is a different operator for DX Expeditions. I think that you can 
probably find more DX type operations on the air in a year's time than fox 
hunts.

I have actually used balloons for a field day antenna (loop) which 
worked very well. Doing so really is no more of a threat to aviators 
than any number of other day to day activities. Just use some good 
sense in designing your setup. 


Wandering balloons occur anyway. Not that you should let that happen, 
but make sure that if it does, the balloon doesn't have 100 feet of 
wire trailing from it. This isn't hard to avoid. And don't use the 
balloons to raise the antenna to an extreme height that would pose 

a threat. The usual 50 or 60 feet should be perfectly adequate, and 
much easier to design for. 


I prefer latex rubber "weather" balloons to the aluminized mylar 
"birthday" type. The rubber ones are more likely to break down 
uneventfully in the environment if one actually does escape.

Doug you might want to read the original WARC announcement in QST or one 
fo the editorials following WARC. I think thats where you will find it. 


My memory is hazy but when we were first given access to WARC bands, we 
did not have exclusive rights to them. There were various commercial and 
military stations that were still using the spectrum (especially 30 
meters) and we were advised not to cause interference to these stations 
as they were primary users and we were secondary. 


To minimize unintentional qrm to these non-ham users, the ARRL worked 
with CQ and others to make sure that contests did not expand to the WARC 
bands. They were so concerned about 30 meters that they did not credit 
dx contacts for multiband dxcc, only basic dxcc. 


The first night 30 meters was available for ham use sounded like a 
contest as everyone wanted to try it out. 


I think we are beyond that point now.

Richard, I don't know how much you "Fox" but just about anyone can work 
the typical Fox - it is not a question of power or antenna or whatever. 
Unless the band is terrible - and it occasionally gets that way - 
everyone could work the Fox if only there were enough time. I suppose 
the original Hunts started out as propagation studies or some such high 
purpose, but truth is that how you operate and when has a lot more to do 
with success than raw propagation. 


No, the "Hunt" comes from doing what you can to get yourself positioned 
properly in frequency and in time with your calls. Here operator skill 
is xeverythingx since there are no power advantages to be had and most 
of us on 40 are using simple antennas. 


So, I would find your "contest" rather sterile since it would be almost 
automatic to call the Fox at my appointed time, hear him come back, and 
that would be that. 


As it is, I can feel that I have accomplished something by first of all 
figuring out the tuning pattern - if any! - of the Fox and then managing 
to get my transmitter located at the right frequency and to make my 
calls at the right time. None of this would be a challenge at all if 
there were not 200-300 other avid Hounds trying to do the same thing! 


Honestly, in more than 55 years of hamming and participating in almost 
all ham pursuits in that time, I seem to have more honest xfun* with 
these little Fox Hunts than anything that has happened for a long time.

I just added my two cents based on the analogy I drew about 
DXpeditions and IOTA stuff. I'm not the prime move here but 
voicing an opinion and don't particularly care which way we 
go.
